Although the priority document has not yet been submitted it seems that this priority 
document is not the "first application" disclosing any of the subject-matter of the 
international application. Some of the subject-matter has already been disclosed in the 
earlier application 10/396267, filed on March 25, 2003 by the same applicant and 
published as document D2, of which the application 10/80221 1 (published as document 
D1) whose priority is claimed is a continuation-in-part. Rights are left outstanding from the 
earlier application for some of the claims. The priority of claims 1-7, 10-17, 20-23, 40-50, 
56 is therefore assumed to be invalid. In the following the effective date for these claims is 
assumed to be the filing date March 14, 2005 of the application.
